MILK PRICE-IXNG 
VALIDITY UPHELD 


Another Judicial Prop 
Given Emergency Recov- 
ery Legislation. 


— 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—(4)— 
The supreme court placed a second 
judicial prop beneath emergency re- 
covery legislation today, adding to its 
now historic decision supporting the 
constitutionality of the Minnesota 
mortgage moratorium law, a second 
verdict declaring valid New York’s 
statute fixing a minimum price for 


milk. 

As in the Minnesota case, the deci- 
sion was by the natrow margin Ot 
five to four, which has come to be 
expected on questions involving liberai 
as opposed to conservative interpreta- 
tions of the constitution. Admin:stra- 
tion leaders, looking forward to pos- 
sible tests of national emergency laws, 
were elated’ at the result, however 
close the alignment was. 

The decision was handed down by 
Justice Roberts, with Chief Justice 
Hughes and Justices Brandeis, Stone 
and Cardozo forming with him the 
majority. Justice McReynolds, speak- 
ing also for Justices Van Devanter, 
Sutherland and Butler, delivered an 
emphatic dissent. 

The question arose in a_ case 
brought in the name of Leo Nebbia, 
a Rochester grocer, challenging the 
validity of the New York law of 
April, 1933, creating a milk contro! 
board with power to regulate the en- 
tire milk industry of the state. The 
board ordered that stores should 
charge not less than nine cents A 
quart for milk. Nebbia sold two 
quarts of milk and a loaf of bread 
for 18 cents and was convicted of vio- 
lating the law. : 

Justices’ Statement. 

Declaring “the power to promote 
the general welfare is inherent in 
government,” Justice Roberts asserted 
the supreme court had “repeatedly 
sustained curtailment of enjoyment of 
private property in the public inter 
est.” He added: “The owners’ rights 
may be subordinated to the needs of 
others” and “that the state may con- 
trol the use of property in various 
ways,” giving illustrations of numer- 
ous instances in whica it had been 
done. 

“The constitution does not guar- 
antee the unrestricted privilege to en- 
gage in a business or to conduct it as 


one pleases,” the opinion declared, ex-| j 


plaining that ‘certain kinds of business 
may be prohibited and the right to 
conduct a business or to pursue a 
calling may be conditioned. Regula- 
tion of a business to prevent waste of 
the state’s resources may be justified. 
And statutes prescribing the terms 
upon which those conducting certain 
businesses may contract, or imposing 
terms if they do enter into agreements, 
are within the state’s competency.” 

The dissenters emphatically declared 
the effect of the decision was to 
sweep aside well-established constitu- 
tional provisions, upset well-estab- 
lished principles of law, and denied 


that an emergency had been estab- 


lished. 

Justice McReynolds asseretd “the 
exigency is of the kind which inevit- 
ably arises when one set of men con- 
tinue to produce more than all others 
ean buy.” 

The minority insisted the milk busi-

WASHINGTON, March 5.—(?)— 
A broad hint that the stock exchange 
regulation bill would be held over un- 
til the next session of congress came 


today from the senate administration 
leader, Senator Robinson, of Ar- 
kansas. 

Robinson revealed this new devel- 
opment—coming as it did in the face 
of the expressed desire of President 
Roosevelt for prompt action—during 
a speech from the senate floor. 

The democratic leader’s revelation 
of the uncertain outlook for the bill 
came at the close of a day in which 
the senate banking committee recciv- 
ed evidence that J. P. Morgan & 
Company was among those who sold 
aviation stock just before the airmail 
contracts were canceled. 

At the direction of the committee, 
Ferdinand Pecora and his staff of in- 
vestigators began a detailed study of 
a list of names of those who sold 
aeronautical shares short, submitted 
by the stock exchange, to determine 
whether there had been a “leak” of 
information on the contract annul- 
ments and Avhether any public offi- 
cial profited from the inside knowl- 


edge. 
High Salaries Cited. 

The committee also received _re- 
quested information on salaries paid 
to bank officers, showing that 10 of 
them last year received more than 
$100,000 and 370 were paid at a rate 
of more than $25,000. The highest 
was H. C. McEldowney, president of 
Union Trust Company, Pittsburgh, 
while W. W. Aldrich, chairman of 
the Pres board of Chase Na- 
tional bank, New York, was second 
at $151,744. 

Reviewing the first year of the 
Roosevelt administration, Robinson 
turned to the subject of the stock ex- 
change measure to say: 

“Whether the stock exchange regu- 
lation bill may be ready for disposi- 
tion during this session, no assurance 
at this time can be given. 

“The pendency of the measure has 
two important effects: 

“First, it arouses interest among 
those who control the exchanges in at- 
tempting to set their own house in 
order. It is the neglect of this duty 
and obligation by those who operate 
the exchanges that has created the 


necessity and demand for the legisla- | 


tion. 
Studies by Committee. 

“In the second place, knowledge 
that the subject is being carefully 
studied by the committee of the con- 
gress with the determination to re- 
form outstanding abuses pertaining to 
stock markets will deter those rack- 
eteers who have prospered by plunder- 
ing ill informed and unsuspecting in- 
vestors.”’ 

The testimony on the air stocks 
consisted mainly of the presentation 
of a long list of traders showed that 
both sides of the market, long and 
short, were involved in heavy trans- 
actions in the days preceding the con- 
tract cancellation. Approximately 500 
firms were in the flurry of sales. 

Richard Whitney, president of the 
New York Stock Exchange, acting 
under a committee subpoena, person- 
ally handed the list of individuals 
and firms names to the. committee 
chairman, Senator Fletcher.

Questioning one of his own econ- 
omists, A. J. Hettinger, Johnson said 
the 10 per cent cut could be accome 
plished by provisions whereby indus- 
tries not in a position to reduce hours 
further would obtain speedy exemps 
tions, 

More at Work Is Object. 

President Roosevelt in his address 
opening the Meeting of codé authori- 
ties this morning said: 

“It is the immediate task of in- 
dustry to re-employ more people at 
purchasing wages, and to do it now.” 

The applause, however, which ac 
companied MHettinger’s declaration 
against a further hour shortening and 
the enthusiasm which followed an 
earlier proposal by Ralph E. Flan- 
ders, of the NRA industrial advisory 
board, to continue the civil works ad- 
ministration as an alternative to hour 
reductions showed that many of the 
employers present were dubious about 
an additional contraction of the work 
week, 

At other meetings tonight prices, 
small business and other phases of 
NRA operation that have brought 
criticism were discussed.

Governor’s Attorney Given 


PROSECUTION SPLITS — 
IN REECE'S TRIAL 


Right To Question; Prose- 
cutor Objects. 


NASHVILLE. Tenn., March 5.— 
(P)\—Governor Hill McAlister’s spe- 
cial counsel, who declared he would 
seek to show that former Insurance 
Commissioner J. I. Reece’s “story 
from beginning to end is a fiction, 
a fabrication and a falsehood,’ was 
granted the right today to cross-ex- 
amine the defendant to a $100,000 
grand larceny charge. 

Criminal Judge Charles Gilbert 
ruled in favor of Seth M.. Walker, 
employed by the governor, over the 
vigorous protest of District Attorney 
General Richard M. Atkinson, who 
declared Walker was not assisting the 
state, but trying to “protect” certain 
persons whose names have been linked 
by Reece to a “political agreement.” 

Walker said if Atkinson would not 
call United States Senator Bachman 
and J. J. Lynch, Chattanooga attor- 
ney, so they might testify as to the 
accusations made against them by 
Reece, he would ask the court to 
do so. 

He pointed out that the prosecutor 
previously had refused to permit 
them and three others described by 
the defendant as McAlister’s “finance 
committee” fe take the stand because 
“he said they are conspirators.” 

Atkinson told the court he believed 


some of the testimony of the man ac- 
cused of stealing $100,000 of bonds 
from the insurance department ‘“‘be- 
cause I know the facts,” and one 
of these “facts,” he declared, was 
that “henchmen” of Governor McAlis- 
ter got money from Reece “for infa- 
mous politics.” He added: “Of course 
Mr. Walker is objecting strenuously 
to the fact the money was used for 
one Hill McAlister. who is now down 
in the state of Florida and out of 
the state of Tennessee.,’’ 

“Mr. Walker’s sole fight in this 
proceeding, as evidenced by everything 
he has said,” Atkinson shouted, “is 
that ‘I’m here to show that my boy 
Hill McAlister didn’t get it.’” 

Throughout Atkinson’s cross-exami- 
nation of Reece. except that of today, 
Walker retorted, the prosecutor had 
shown he believed Reece’s statement 
that he abstracted funds from the 
insurance department ‘‘not for him- 
self, but for somebody else,” and he 
added : 

“Tf I believed what this defendant 
said I would walk out of this court- 
room and never come back, and if | 
were the attorney-general and believed 
it I’d be sitting over there (indicat- 
ing the defense counsel table) where 
he has proved he belonged all the 
time.”

WASHINGTON, March 5.—(AP)—The

Eight and a half months ago when: 


I signed the recovery act said, 
“Must we go on in many groping, 
disorganized, separate mnits to de- 
feat or shall we move as one great 
team to victory.” 

The team is before me this morn- 
ing—3,500 leaders of 600 greater 
organized industries representing, as 
measured by employment, more than 
90 per cent of the industrial field 
which is covered by the NRA. Nat- 
urally I am deeply gratified that the 
faith which I expressed last June is 
so well justified in March. 

I do not undertgke_today to pre- 
sent either a broad réview of all the 
manifold causes which led up to the 
distressful situation from which the 
nation is emerging or a recapitulation 
of the events, the measures and the 
results of this past year. You are 
here as the direct representatives of 
only one element in our complex 
modern life but-at the same time 
because of the fine spirit you have 
shown I can congratulate you on an 
approach to your own problems which 
shows an understanding of the many 
other problems which cris-cross and 
dovetail into each other to make up 
the broad objective of the American 
people. 

BAD TIMES LAID 
TO SELFISHNESS. 


It js sufficient for me to point out 
once more that the difficult and dan- 
erous situation into which the 
Jnited States had got itself was due 
to the general attitude, “Every man 
for himself, the devil take the hind- 
most.” Individuals were seeking 
quick riches at the expense of other 
individuals. Geographical sections 
were seeking eeonomic preference for 
themselves to the disadvantage of 
other sections. Cities were recklessly 
offering inducements to manufactur- 
ing plants to move away from other 
cities. Within given industries un- 
fair competition went on unheeded or 
resulted in vast consolidations whose 
securities were peddled to the public 
at dishonest prices. There.was little 
consideration for the social point of 
view and no planning whatsoever to 
avoid the pitfals of overproduction 
or of selling methods which foisted 
articles on a gullible public, which 
the family budget could not afford. 

That is a strong picture but you 
and I, in the bottom of our hearts, 
know that it is a true picture. Most 
of us participated in the making of 
that picture. We did not know as 
much then as we know now and be- 
cause our eyes have been opened it 
is possible that future history will 
call that crazy decade of 1919 to 
1929 one of the greatest blessings 
1 ever came to the American peo- 
ple.

president's text today as he ad- 


March, 1933, was so serious that all 


along the line that remedies had to 
be applied to every phase of the ill- 
ness. The objective was, as you know, 
to apply these remedies in the Amer- 
ican way and not to copy those 
which are being tried in other coun- 
tries which do not live under the 
same form of democratic government 
as ours. I am always a little amused 
and perhaps at times a little sad- 
dened—and I think the American 
people feel the same way—by those 
few writers and speakers who pro- 
elaim tearfully either that we are 
now committed te communism and 
collectiveness or that we have adopt- 
ed fascism and a dictatorship. The 
real truth of the matter is that for 
a number of years in our country 
the machinery of democracy had 
failed to function. 

Through inertia on the part of 
leaders and on the part of the people 
themselves the. operations of govern- 
ment had fallen into the hands of 
special groups, some of them vocif- 
erously led by people who under- 
took to obtain special advantages for 
special classes and others led by a 
handful of individuals who believed 
in their super-human ability to re- 
tain in their own hands the entire 
business and financial control over 
the economic and social structure of 
the nation. 

The fine response given by the 
overwhelming majority of the com- 
ponent parts of industry as repre- 
sented here today proves to me that 
you have the same understanding of 
our broad purpose as is held by the 
average of the workers of the United 
States—and that word workers 
means almost all of: the American 
people. You have shown sincere de- 
sire for real co-operation; you have 
shown prompt response to the gov- 
ernmental request for national unity. 
For this support I give my thanks. 
RECOVERY ACT DRAWN 
FOR GREATEST NUMBER. 

The national industrial recovery 
act was drawn with the greatest 
good of the greatest number in mind. 
ts aim was to increase ‘the buying 
power of wage earners and farmers 
so that industry, labor and the public 
might benefit through building up 
the market for farm and factory 
goods. Employer, wage earner and 
consumer groups are all represented 
on its boards with the government; 
all three groups with the government 
must have the interests of all the 
people as their main responsibility. 

What we seek is balance in our 
economic system—balance. between 
agriculture and industry and balance 
between the wage earner, the em- 
ployer and the consumer. We seek 
also balance that our internal mar- 
kets be kept rich and large, and that 
our trade with other nations be in- 
creased on both sides of the ledger. 

You and I are now conducting a 
great test to find out how the bysi- 
ness leadérs in all groups of in@&®s- 
try can develop capacity to operate 
for the general welfare. Personally 
I am convinced that with your help 
the task is succeeding. 

The very conception of NRA fol- 
lows the democratic procedure of 
our government itself. Its theory of 
self-regulation follows the Ameri- 
can method rather than any of the 
experiments being tried in other na- 
tions. The very fact that you have 
been in Washington to criticize and 
to discuss the way NRA is working 
out is sufficient proof of this point. 

There are some people, of course, 
who do not think things through; 
as, for example, the man who com- 
peeined in one of yesterday morn- 
ngs papers that criticism was held 
to be“unpatriotic. Let me put the 
case so clearly that even his type 
will understand. If we admit that 
the government was a specific prob- 
lem to solve and undertakes to do it 
in a specific way, the critic is un- 
patriotic who contents himself with 
loudly proclaiming that that way, 
that method is no good; that it won't 
work; that it is wrong to do this. 
This critic contributes nothing—he 
is not constructive; he is unpatrotic 
because he attempts to destroy with- 
out even suggesting a way to build 


up. 

On the other hand, the critic is 
patriotic whether he be a business- 
man, a worker, a farmer or a poli- 
tician if he says: I don’t like the 
methods you are using to solve the 
roblem; I believe it would be far 
etter if we were to use the follow- 
ing alternate method. and thereupon 
outlines for the benefit of his neigh- 
bor and his government a helpful 
proposal. 


In this great evolution through 


which we are passing, the average | 
American is doing splendid service | 


by coming back at the captious critic 
and saying to him, “Well, old man, 
and what do you suggest?’ One thing 
is very certain, we are not going 
back either to the old conditions or 
to the old methods, 

And now to be more specific in re- 
gard to NRA itself. You have set up

try. You are carrying it on without. 
violation of the constitutional or the 
parliamentary system to which the 
United States has been accustomed. 
Your industrial groups are com 

of two parts—labor and manage-. 
ment; and the government is a par- 
ticipant in this organization in order 
to carry out this mandate of the law, 
to “promote organization in indus- 


action in trade groups and to induce 
and maintain united action of labor 
and management under adequate gov- 
ernment sanction and supervision.’ 
Somebody, of course, must strike the 
equitable balance between conflicting 
interests and especially must protect 
the third group—the consumer—and 
that word “consumer” means the 
whole American people. 

That group has also been in Wash- 
ington, invited to come here and to 
make known publicly any complaint 
as to the effects of any of the codes. 
I am sure it will hearten you to 
know that the great majority of the 
complaints were directed not at the 
codes but at errors and omissions 
in what has been done under codes. 
The great bulk of complaint or crit- 
icism of the recovery act does not 
go to the act itself or to its basic 
principles, but rather to the details 
of more method. In this we should 
feel encouraged and heartened that 
we are on the right track and can 
go forward. 

In working out the balance on @ 
national scale, of which I have spok- 
en before, we can list certain imme- 
diate objectives. I spoke last Jume of 
the fact that wage increases will 
eventually raise costs but I asked 
that management give first considera- 
tion to increasing the purchasing 
power of the public. I said, “That 
is good economics and good business. 
The aim of this whole effort is to 
restore our rich domestic market by 
raising its vast consuming capacity.’ 
Complaint has been made of a few 
industries and of some companies 
that have not followed this sugges- 
tion, and evidence brought forward 
shows that in some cases these com- 
plaints are justified. What I said 
was true in Jyne and it is true now. 
‘Phe first task of industry today, 
as it was then, is to create consum- 
ing power. . 

BULK OF MARKET j 
AMONG 90 PER CENT? 

We must remember that the bulk 
of the market for American industry 
is among the 90 per cent of our peo- 
ple who live on wages and salaries 
and only 10 per cent of that market 
is among people who live on profits 
alone. No one is opposed to sensible 
and reasonable profits, but the moral- 
ity of the case is that a great seg- 
ment of our people are in actual 
distress and that as between profits 
first and humanity afterwards we 
have no room for hesitation. With 
millions still unemployed the power 
of our people to purchase and use 
the products of industry is still great- 
ly curtailed. It can be increased and 
sustained only by striving for the 
lowest schedule of prices on which 
higher wages and increasing employ- 
ment can be maintained. 

Therefore, I give to industry to- 
day this challenge: It is the imme- 
diate task of industry to re-employ- 
more people at purchasing wages 
and to do it now. Only thus can we 
céntinue recovery and restore the 
balance we seek. It is worth while 


keeping in the front of our heads the} 


thoughts that the people in this coun- 
try whose incomes are less , than 
$2,000 a year buy more than two- 
thirds of all the goods sold here, It 
is logical that if the total amount 
that goes in wages to this group of 
human beings is steadily increased 
merchants, employers and investors 
will, in the long run, get more income 
from the increased volume of sales. 

I want to speak for a moment di- 
rectly to the public. In my _ifitial 
statement of policy I said: 

“Finally, this law is a challenge to 
our whole people. There is no power 
in America that can force against 
the public will such action as we 
require. But there is no group in 
America that can withstand the 
force of an aroused public opinion. 
This great co-operation can succeed 
only if those who bravely go forward 
to restore jobs have aggressive pub- 
lic support and those who lag are 
made to feel the full weight of pub- 
lic disapproval.” 

You all know what happened. We 
gave you the Blue Eagle as a sym- 
bol of. co-operation. Its display in a 
shop or factory window, or upon a 
garment, or product, or delivery 
wagon, informed you that the firm 
with which you were dealing was do- 
ing its part in this great national 
co-operation to defeat depression, 
For the first time—so far as I know 
—all of the people in this country 
were given a part in making a law 
effective. 

This is a law for the public ben- 
efit. Obviously an employer who pays 
Blue Eagle or code wages cannot 
compete with an employer who does 
not. It is therefore common ‘sense 
for the consuming public in their 
own interests, as well as for labor 
and for industry, to join in seeing 
to it that the few who think only of 
selfish gain be made to play the game 
with,the overwhmelming majority. 

Every examination I make, and 
all the information I receive lead me 
to the inescapable conclusion that 
we must now consider immediate co- 
operation to secure increase in wages 
and shortening of hours. I am con- 
fident that your deliberations will 
lead you also to this conclusion. Re- 
duction in hours coupled with a de- 
crease in weekly wages will do no 
good at all, for it amounts merely to 
a foreed contribution to unemploy- 
ment relief by the class least able to 
bear it. I have never believed that 
we should violently impose flat, ar- 
bitrary and abrupt changes on the 
economie structure but we can never- 
theless work together in arriving at 
a common objective. 

The government cannot forever 
eontinue to absorb the whole burden 
of unemployment. The thing to do 
now is to get more people to work. 
Your self-governing groups are not 
here to devise ingenious plans to | 
circumvent the purpose of the act. 
You are here in a patriotic sptrit to 
effect these purposes. With few ex- 
ceptions industry will give whole- 
hearted compliance. It is only in the 
ease of rare exceptions where indus- 


trial self-government may fail that 
the government itself must and will, | 
under the law, move firmly and | 


promptly to prevent failure. 


special attention. ‘The law itself. 


has provided for free choice of their 
own representatives by employes. 
Those two words “free choice” mean 
just what they say. It is obvious 
that the government itself not only 
has the right but also the duty to 
see, first, that employes may make a 
choice and, secondly, that in the mak- 
ing of it they shall be wholly free. 
I ask that the letter and the spirit of 
free choice be accorded to its work- 
ers by every corporation in the Unit- 
ed States. . 

We have been seeking experience 
in our first eight months of code 
making; for that same reason we 
have been tolerant of certain misun- 
derstandings even when they result- 
ed in evasions of the spirit if not of 
the letter of the law. Now we are 
moving into a period of administra- 
tion when that which is law. must 
be made*certain and the letter and 
the spirit must. be fulfilled. We can 
not tolerate actions which are clear- 
ly monopolistic; which wink at unfair 
trade practices, which fail to give to 
labor free choice of their representa- 
tives or which are otherwise hostile 
to the public interest. 


In a word, we cannot tolerate 
abuses of economic power—abuses 
against labor, abuses against employ- 
ers or abuses against the consuming 
public, whether they persist either 
with the aid of codes or despite their 
prohibitions. This does not mean 
that we can at once make perfect 
muny hundred codes covering the 
major trades and industries of the 
nation, nor that we can get a mark 
of perfection in a day or a month, 


it does mean that we have arrived at 
the time for taking stock for cor- 
réecting manifest errors, for rooting 
out demonstrated evils. | 

One year ago we were suffering 
and shrinking under economic pres- 
sures so intolerable that collapse was 
at hand. We had arrived at the day 
to make otir choice. We made that 
choice, The American people respond- 
ed to the call for action with eager 
enlistment—enlistment in the strug- 
gle against ruthless self-seeking, 
reckless greed and economic anarchy. 
We undertook by lawful, constitu- 
tional processes to reorganize a dis- 
integrating system of production and 
exchange. 


The methods and details of that 
reorganization may and will change 
from year to year but it is very cer- 
tain that the American people un- 
derstand that the purpose of the re- 
organization was not only to bring 
back prosperity. It was far deeper 
than that. The reorganization must 
be permanent for all the rest of our 
lives in that never again will we 
permit the social conditions which 
allowed the vast sections of our 
population to exist in an un-Ameri- 
can way, Which allowed a mal-distri- 


. bution of wealth and of power. 


The willingness of all elements to 
enter into the spirit of the new deal 
becomes more and not less evident 
as it goes on. As an example, I have 
just received a telegram from Fran- 
cigs M. Law, the president of the 
American Bankers’ Association. In 
it he said: “On this your first anni- 
versay please allow me in behalf of 
the country’s banks to express our 


| 


full confidence and our sincere desire 
to co-operate in your courageous ef- 
forts to bring about recovery... . 
The banking structure of the coun- 
try is sound and liquid and banks 
have never been in stronger position 
to function effectively. Conditions 
have improved to the’ point ‘where 
it is no longer necessary for banks 
to be super-liquid. There is a defi- 


‘nite call now for banks not to extend 


loose credits or to make improper 
loans but for a most sympathefic at- 
titude toward legitimate credit needs 
and for a recognition of responsibil- 
ity for their proper and vital part in 
the program of recovery.” 

Think back exactly one year ape 
today. Yow know where the banks 
stood at that time; you know where 
your own business stood. That tele- 
gram is a living illustration of the 
progress we have made. Let us con- 
solidate our gains and let us resolve 


‘that that consolidation shall be for 


the continued progress and especially 
for the greater happiness and weil- 
being of the American people.

UILDING AWARDS 
DOUBLED IN SOUT 


Contracts for First Two 
Months of Year Total 
More Than $94,000,000. 


BALTIMORE, March, 5.—(/)— 
Contracts totaling $94,358,000 were 
awarded during the first two months 
of 1934 in the 16 southern states for 


construction, building and engineering 
projects. ; 

The figure, based on reports issued 
by the Manufacturers Record daily 
construction bulletin, shows. the value 
of contracts let to March 1 exceeds 
by more than 100 per cent. the value 
for the corresponding period of 1933. 
The net gain was $47,496,000. 

February awards aggregated $45,- 
488,000, while January awards totaled 
$48,870,000. The February total ex- 
ceeds by more than 66. per cent the 
valuation of -awards in the same 
month of 1933, while the January 
total surpassed by 155 per cent the 
awards for that month a year ago. 

Definite indication of a large con- 
struction program for the south for 
the first half of the year is shown 
in preliminary announcements of con- 
tracts to be awarded totaling $193,- 
133,000. 

In money. awards in the first two 
months of 1 for road, paving and 
bridge work took first place, the total 
reaching more than $39,981,000, @ 
gain of 1359 per cent over the same 
period last year. 

Road. building contracts during the 
two months period in 1933 were $16,- 
$22,000. 

Approximately 75 per cent of the 
$400,000,000 emergency federal aid 
road fund has been taken in. con- 
tracts. ; 

Numerous toll bridges in the south 
are contemplated. In Louisiana the 
highway commission has proposed a 
&7,000,000 bridge across the Missis- 
sippi river at Baton Rouge. Last 
month contracts were let for the 
41,000,000 Calvert street bridge in 
Washington, and for a $1,000,000 


structure over the Choptank river at 


Cambridge, Md. 

Work on costly bridges for rail- 
roads entering New Orleans is to start 
within a short time. 

Definite action on public building 
construction was evidenced by the 
February total of $14,495,000 cover- 
ing the valuation of city, county, gov- 
ernment and_ state buildings and 
schools let to contract. During Janu- 
ary these contracts totaled $12,393,- 
000 


Charlotte, N. C., San Antonio and 
Fort Worth, Texas, are among the 
cities recently voting bond issues to 
finance construction of school build- 
ings, while universities and colleges 
are undertaking ambitious expansion 
programs. 

Industrial and engineering projects 
for the two-months period totaled $22,- 
927,000, an inerease over the same 
period of 1933 of more than 70 per 
cent. 

Improvement in the general business 
situation is reflected in the number of 
‘small industrial enterprises started 
recently. New breweries .and distill- 
eries have been let to contract, while 
established plants are being enlarged 
and improved in line with advances in 
equipment, layouts and manufactur- 
ing processes. 

General building work is holding 
to an even level, including apartments 


structnres, bank and office buildings, 
churches, dwellings and stores.

Approval Thought Certain. 

The supreme court, of course, must 
pass on the motion, but the fact that 
both of the litigants have asked its 
dismissal leaves the court little to do 
but approve. 

Settlement of the Barnett-Mangham 
case ends one of the most heated 
political controversies in Georgia but 
leaves unanswered one of the state's 
most talked of questions—whether or 
not the governor has a right to strike 
from the departmental budgets the 
names of individual employes whose 
employment he does not approve.

FDWARDS’ RETURN 


Former. Guberiatorial 
Foe Need Not Face Trial. 


The request of the state of Florida 
for the extradition of B. (Hell 
Bent) Edwards, of Valdosta, was de- 
nied Monday after a hearing during 
which Edwards shouted “liar” in 
answering testimony of Dean Wil- 
liams, a Florida witness, and started 
forward with a threat to “show him 
something here and now.” 

The request for the extradition 
was made after the grand jury of 
Columbia county, Florida, had_ in- 
dicted Edwards, a former candidate 
for governor and former Lowndes 
county member of the legislature, on 
a charge of “assault with. intent to 
murder,” the charge growing out of 
an automobile accident last October. 

Edwards contested the extradition, 
charging that it was a subterfuge to 
get him in Florida, where a dam- 
age action. was planned against him, 
so. that service of the damage suit 
might be obtained. 


In declining the requisition on 
recommendation of his executive sec- 
retary, T. M. Linder, who conducted 
the hearing, Governor Talmadge said 
that he was refusing the request be- 
cause it could not. be’ possible for 
Edwards to be guilty of assault with 
intent to murder, that the most se- 
rious charge which could have result- 
ed from the accident was assault 
with intent to commit manslaughter. 

The indictment charged that the 
assaulf was committed when Ed- 
wards’ car struck the Williams car, 
parked on a bridge where it had 
been held up. by another accident 
which immediately preceded the col- 
lision of the Edwards and Williams 
ears, Mr. and Mrs. Williams testi- 
fied that Edwards was driving at a 
fast rate of speed and had _ been 
warned a distance down the road 
that traffic on the bridge was tied 
up because of the first accident. 

Edwards, who was represented by 

Rivers, of Lakeland, speaker 
of the house of representatives and 
also a former gubernatorial candt- 
date. was the only witness‘in his own 
behalf. He said that he did not see 
the Williams car but had struck it 
after he had swerved around =  an- 
ther car which did not have lights.

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‘Wynekoop Defense Attacked 
As Prosecution Closes Case 


By MAURICE E. COLLINS. 

CRIMINAL COURTS  BUILD- 
ING, CHICAGO, March 5.—(@)— 
Slumped low in her chair, Dr. Alice 
Lindsay Wynekoop hid her face in 
a long, emaciated hand today as Pros- 
ecutor Charles S. Dougherty pointed 
to her in his closing argument as the 
“cold-blooded murderess of Rheta 
Gardner Wynekoop.” 

In an impassioned oration, Dough- 
erty attacked the 63-year-old physi- 
cian’s defense. Carefully arranging 
the blood-stained sheets and blankets 
on the operating table as they were 
found by the police on the night of 
November 21, he compared the scene 
with that as related by the defendant. 

“When the police came down, ac- 
companied by the undertaker, they 
opened the door and this is what they 
saw, except that under this sheet and 
blanket lay the body of Rheta Gard- 
ner Wynekoop. the defendant’s daugh- 
ter-in-law. There was no disorder; 
the smock and dress were neatly fold- 
ed. Everything about the room pre- 
sented a peaceful scene, except the 
grim and grisly figure of Rheta Wyne- 
koop.

Soviet Airmen Lead Rina 


Of 461 From Ice Floes 


MOSCOW, March 5.—(#)—Intrepid 
oviet airmen, in widely separated re- 
ef expeditions today, saved ten wom- 
en and two children from an arctic 
death in the Bering sea and hel 
rescue all but 84 of 545 fishermen 
from ice floes in the Caspian sea, _ 
Pilot Lepidevsky and Mechanic 
Petroff flew the plane ANT-4 from: 
Cape Wellen to the camp of the 101 
persons marooned on Bering sea ice 
since the steamer Cheliuskin sank 
February 13, landed under extreme 
difficulties, took the women and chil- 
dren aboard, and returned to Cape 
Wellen. 

A radio message from the camp to 
the government here told the story 
of the rescue. 


The hazardous flight was made in 
a temperature of 40 degrees below 
zero, and the fliers swooped down on 
a landing space which the castaways 
had cleared on the cracking ice field. 

Descending on this space, the air- 
men found themselves surrounded by 
open water. The landing space had 
separated from the main ice. 

Dr, Otto Schmidt, leader of the 
group, met this added hazard by hav- 
ing some of the men first ferry the 
women and children across the water 
in collapsible boats. 

As the landing space was three 
miles from the main camp, it appeared 


be made, but the 12 were put aboard 


the. plane safely. 


The radio message from the camp 
expressed warm thanks for the relief 
expedition and stated that the men 
were greatly cheered by the arrival of 
the plane. It is expected that the 
plane will continue in the relief work 
as long as weather permits. 


The Cheliuskiners were members of 
a party en route home from Wrangel 
island. The ship was sunk by the 
ice, and they managed to save enough 
food and equipment to establish a 
camp .on the shifting floes. For a 
time they appeared safe but the ice 
has begun to crack and the govern- 
ment considers an early rescue im- 
perative now, regardless of weather 
and difficulties. 

Other planes, several ships, and a 
large number of dog teams are trying 
to reach the group. 

Airplanes, assisted by ice breakers, 
have taken off all but 84 of the fish- 
ermen who were marooned on the 
Caspian sea ice February 28, together 
with 330 horses. 

The 461 rescued men were part of 
several groups swept helplessly out to 
sea when a sudden rise in temperature 
caused the ice field to break up. 

One plane was used to guide 20 
fishermen to safety from one floe, 
while other planes and _ icebreakers 
joined to save the rest. The relief 
work is continuing and all of the 
men will be taken off the ice soon, 
it was stated.

FRANCE GRABS A PLUM. 

Announcement that a contract 
has been signed in Tokyo for the 
organization of a Franco-Japanese 
syndicate for marketing French 
products in Manchukuo on a long- 
term French credit basis means 
that the French have stolen a 
march on the other exporting na- 
tions of the world and will be in on 
the ground floor while the rich 
trade of the new far eastern state 


That position should logically be 
occupied by the United States, but 
we have lost it, at least for the 
time being, because of our slow- 
ness to admit that the new state, 
however much the world powers 
may have objected to the manner 
in which it was born, is a per- 
manent member of the family of 
nations. 

Practically all of the products 
which will be sold in Manchuria by 
the French are also manufactured 
in the United States. With the 
new syndicate getting to work at 
once, it will mean that when our 
relations with Manchukuo finally 
become such as to enable our ex- 
porters to operate without re- 
straint in that country, they will 
be faced with the handicaps of 
long-term contracts already entered 
into with the manufacturers of 
competitive goods. 

Our present attitude towards 
Manchukuo is similar to that of the 
ostrich who sticks his head in the 
sand. We have everything to gain 
and nothing to lose by extending 
deserved recognition to what is 
now a definitely and permanently 
established nation. 


TUNG OIL IMPORTS GROW. 

Shipments of tung oil into the 
United States from China during 
1933 totaled, according to figures 
released by the federal bureau of 
foreign and domestic commerce, 
more than 116,000,000 pounds, an 
increase of approximately a third 
over the imports of this commod- 
ity in 1932. 

Tung oil is one of the impor- 
tant materials used in the manufac- 
ture of paints and varnishes, about 
90 per cent of the world’s supply 
being produced in the southern 
part of China. 

The British government has made 
extensive experiments in growing 
tung trees in South Africa, Australia, 
New Zealand and others of its de- 
pendencies in the south seas, but 
so far its efforts have not met with 
success. Similar efforts have been 
made in the United States, first in 
California and later in the gulf 
States and the areas in Georgia 
stretching northward for a hundred 
miles from the Florida line. 

These experiments have proven 
that the California climate is un- 
suited to the profitable production 
of tung oil because of insufficient 
moisture, but that the trees flourish 
and bear as heavily in the gulf sec- 
tion as they do in China. One of 
the largest tung trees in the United 
States is now standing in Cairo, 


Ga., and yields an average of 250/ 


pounds of unhulled fruit annually, 
despite the fact that it has been 
given but little cultivation. 

In Florida and Mississippi there 
are already in existence extensive 
commercial tung oil plantations

us a diary of a few weeks sojourn 
in the Holy Land. Marvin Lowenthal 
writes of this book in the Nation as 
follows: “The author of ‘Beside Gali- 
lee’ is not impartial, but—the next 
best thing to it—he is candid. All his 
life, he admits, he has disliked Jews. 
Crossing the Suez, he shivered with 
physical repulsion at the prospect of 
entering their land. Once there, Jew- 
ish energy naturally disconcerted him 
and tired him out. I gravitated away 
from these earnest Zionists, toward 
the drowsy Moslems. It is my nature 
and pleasure to do so. I like these 
less efficient Arabs.”

“The 
hideous nightmare in Zionism comes 
with the recollection that they are 
buying their land instead of fighting 
for'it.”” To win Mr. Bolitho’s admira- 
tion they should, of course, subjugate 
the Arabs by slaughter, as his own 
New Zealand pioneers once subjugat- 
ed the Maoris.” :

HITLER Diplomats rarely find it advisable to be frank in public. 
But they hide nothing in their confidential reports. 
"Such reports from our agents in Europe lately have indicated 
that the current European war talk is 90 per cent bluff. They 
predict there will be no war in Europe within the next year or so. 
Neither will there be peace. 

The way they have figured it out, Hitler holds the whip hand 
over war and peace. He is playing a crafty game which does not 
call for war—yet. He will go ahead building for war at home so 
he may be in shape to fight a few years hence. He does not care 
what the French do. He will not fight them now. 

They can march into Berlin if they want to, but they cannot 
stop his program. : 

If they strike at him, it will be like punching a pillow. 


PRESTIGE Another deeper consideration is world opinion. It 
would switch to Germany overnight if France de- 
clared war or invaded German territory. 

So you see what a clever position Hitler has jockeyed himself 
into. He won’t fight. His enemies dare not. He is rebuilding 
his country in his own way. All they can do is frown and try to 
think up some way of. hindering him without getting themselves 
into trouble. 

Respect for Hitler has grown tremendously in the world chan- 
cellories in the last few months. Diplomats who hate him have 
been heard to refer to him as a greater figure than Bismarck, for 
he is accomplishing the reconstruction of the German empire with- 
out half the trouble Bismarck took.

PROSPECTS ll the European nations are preparing for war as 
fast as they can, but none is in a good position 
now to fight a war. . 

The internal situation of the government in France is weaker 
than at any time since the war. Italy is the only nation which 
might be able to take up the bayonet against Hitler, but Mossolini 
has no intention of bayoneting any pillows. He does not intend to 
fight. 

Thus the existing situation will probably continue indefinitely, 
with grimacing and catcalling going on over the back fences so 
enthusiastically that you: may think the boys are going to start 
shooting any minute.

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Chance of Amending Court Procedure in Contempt Cases 


. Editor’s Note: The Constitution prints herewith the sétond of 
Westbrook Pegler’s daily comments. on life in general in the United 
States. Mr. Pegler, who has been known for years as the premier 
humorist among the nation’s reporters and commentators on sports 
events, carries into his new work one of the most analytical minds in 
the newspaper.profession. He often has been referred to as being as 
droll as Ring Lardner, as iconoclastic as Henry Mencken and possess- 
ing the homely insight of Will Rogers. While Mr. Pegler often may 
take views diametrically opposed to those“of The Constitution, this 
paper will present his articles uncensored and uncut in the knowledge 
that Pegler will never prove less than thoroughly entertaining. 


NEW YORK, March 5,—It cheers me ot learn that there is at 
last some thought of amending court procedure to prevent a judge 
from acting as judge, jury and complaining witness in contempt 
cases, because it has always been my idea that if a citizen called a 
judge a crook, a bar-fly or a big, dumb dope to his face in open 
court he ought to have a chance to prove his opinion. If he should 
then be able to prove it to the satisfaction of a jury, the remedial 
action should be taken against the judge because his unfitness would 
then have been placed on record and his continued presence on the 
bench would be contrary to the dignity of the courts and the in- 
terests of the community. The old way of doing has been not only 
unfair to the defendant but bad for the courts as well because 
it has deterred persons with good reasons for holding a low opinion 
of certain judges from uttering these opinions out loud. *This, of 
course, has had the effect of covering up the faults of certa'n judges 
and of buttering over with an undeserved dignity and sanctity many 
cheap or downright crooked characters whose accession to the 
bench was, of itself, a blow to the honor of the courts. 

“PORCH-CLIMBER” IS FLATTERY. 

It is certainly no discovery of mine that judges have sat upon the 
bench, enjoying all the typrannical powers of the court, who ought 
to have been busting rock themselves and who would have been 
flattered by the name of porch-climber. The porch-climber at least 
is not fouling up an institution to which the ordinary citizen must 
look for his justice when he finds himself in trouble one way or 
another. He climbs his porch and takes his chances, but the crooked 
or trashy and reachable judge, whose kind has been known in every 
big city, and is not yet extinct, not only contaminates the courts 
but enjoys a power to prevent by mere intimidation, through the 
weapon of contempt, any allusion to his true character. 

I just think there is too much tyranny in the courts, anyway, 
and that even if a judge should happen to be an honest man and 
a pretty bright individual he still ought to be required to keep a 
civil tongue in his head to people appearing before him. If a judge 
glares at a citizen, even a defendant, or loses his temper because he 
happens to have a hangover at the time or merely because he is a 
man of bullying disposition, and lets out 4 great bellow at some- 
one who happens to annoy him, that individual, | think, should have 
the right to fetch him glare for glare and holler right back, at, him 
without any impairment of his rights in the case. 

Yet it is very well understood around all courts that it must 
be your honor this and may it please the court that and cases are 
often breaking into print in which judges maliciously increase the 
punishment of convicted defendants because they will not cringe. 
The man is convicted of the charge against him and is given, let us 
say, three years in prison, an outcome which tries his spirit to ex- 
asperation and impels him to blurt a sarcastic “thank you’’ to the 
man upon the bench. He is then called back before the bar sen- 
tenced to spend another year or two of his life behind the bars, 
not because of any crime which he has committed but because he 
was indiscreet enough to ruffle the dignity of a man whose vindig¢a- 
tive conduct in the matter proves right there that he isn’t fit for 
his job and ought to be fired like any other incompetent. 

WHAT MAKES JUDGES SO 


I might say that | wonder what these judges feed on that they 
are so important and sensitive, but I know without asking They 
feed on a fat old tradition and an exaggerated awe which has been 
developing for a long time in the courts and they presently come to 
think of themselvés as being subject to no law but their own erratic 
and very alert dislikes. 

But it may have been noticed that many changes are taking 
place in the country at this time and it would not startle me much 
to observe along with the other changes that the citizen, including 
even the defendant, has earned a right to speak and conduct him- 
self in a natural manner toward the court and resent insulting 
or bullying ‘conduct from the bench without any risk of being 
thrown into jail for contempt of court. 

1 have knowledge of a judge, complete with all the customary 
powers of oppression, who, in the days when he was in private 
practice, put a physician on the stand to swear that his patient 
had not been injured in an accident, as alleged, but was dying of 
tuberculosis. The physician was ordered off the stand by the pre- 
siding judge with a mention of the word perjury and the patient 
in a dozen years since that time has evinced no symptoms of tuber- 
culosis, but has never recovered from his injuries. If it should be- 
fall this patient to appear before this attorney, who is now a judge 
himself, it should be his right, I think, to allude to this incident and 
to express a belief in open court that his honor once connived at 
something which impressed another jurist as false testimony under 
oath. 

But, under the present circumstances, that would be a very fool- 
ish thing to say. The judge, without any necessity of going into 
the facts of the matter which affect his fitness to sit on any bench, 
would throw the subject into some dirty jail for a long time to 
teach him respect for a judge who may deserve no respect.

Heavyweight Champion Embraces “Pa’’ With 
Tears in His Eyes; Overcome With Emotion.

MACON, Ga., March 5.—Primo Carnera, the 272-pound giant who 
was said to have walked across the Alps to a world’s boxing title, today 
trudged u pa littlt Georgia hillside and depositéd an armful of flowers 


him. 

With his own big hands that once were those of a mosaic worker 
in his native Italy, Primo awkwardly adjusted the wreath at the head 
of the grave, placing it to suit himself. 

Turning, he embraced Pa Stribling, the dead boy’s father, and wept 
like a baby. At that moment, the heaviest heavyweight the game has 
ever known was a just a big boy, overcome by his own emotions. 

The huge, expensive wreath,. which was ordered by the champion 
himself upon his arsival here, bore this sentimental inscription: 

‘‘In memory of my dearest friend, from his sincerest admirer—Primo 


Carnera.”’

MACON, Ga., March 5.—Primo 
Carnera, heavyweight champion of the 


world, here for the W. L. Stribiing 
memorial program tonight, joined with 
his manager, “Good-Time Charlie” 
Friedman, in a terrific blast at Mad- 
ison Square Garden, which holds a 
contract for Carnera’s services. 

The Garden promoted the Carnera- 
Loughran fight in Miami last week 
which was a complete failure finan- 
cially. 

“The Garden.” said Friedman, 
“should either retire from the promo- 
tion of fights or learn how to do it. 
They are too amateurish to be han- 
dling a championship fight.” 

He warmed to his subject while Pri- 
mo, the champion, nodded approval. 


BLAMES GARDEN. 
“People ask what is wrong with 
the fight game,” said Friedman. “I 
can tell them. Madison Square Gar- 
den is what is wrong with the fight 


game. 

“We have given them an ultimatum, 
They are either to get Max Baer for 
Primo or to produce a real opponent 
by March 25. If not, we will go to 
South America and other countries 
and stay there until our contract with 
the Garden expires in September. 

“And as for that contract,” he said, 
growing more fierce, “the contract is 
illegal. They have no right to his 
exclusive performance. But we won't 
go to the trouble of a law suit. We 
want Baer first.” 

Friedman said that he hoped for 
the winner of the Levinsky-Neusel 
fight this week to be matched with 
Steve Hamas and the winner of that 
bout tossed in there with Primo. 

Friedman revealed he had. offers 
from Australia, South America and 
other countries for Carnera’s serv- 


GARDEN TERRIBLE. 

‘The Garden is terrible,” he said, 
“and if they promote any more fights 
there is going to be a guarantee. We 
don’t care how much money they lose. 
But we want ours. We were assur- 
ed the Miami fight would draw $100,- 
000 and took it for a percentage of 
40 per cent. But no more of that. 
The Garden doesn't know how to pro 
mote.” 

Friedman knew nothing about a 
proposed shakeup in the Garden, burt 
intimated that any change would, so 
far as he and the managers of Primo 
were concerned, be for the better. 

He believes Carnera’s skill as a 
boxer will keep him champion a long 
time. He points out that Willard, 
when defeated by Dempsey, was a 
poor boxer. 

The Baer threat doesn’t. appear to 
worry them.

Georgia’s First Rose Bowler 


Just start something big in an ath-¢.- 


letie way and you are more than like- 
ly to-find a Georgian mixed up in it 
before it gets very far. 

For example, we had always been 
led to think that about the only dis- 
tinctive thing about the Rose Bowl 
football game of 1914 from a southern 
standpoint was that Wallace Wade, a 
young Tennesseean, played in it as 
a member of the Brown team, the 
east’s representative that year. 

Now we discover in doing this daily 
stint that a youth from Savannah, 
Ga., played right end for the Brown 
team in that game—the first Rose 
Bow! game at Pasadena—and distin- 
guished himself. Wallace Wade, now 
coaching successfully at Duke Univer- 
sity, was his teammate. 

Captain Jack Butner Jr., the hand- 
some man in the military photo ac- 
companying this piece, was the first 
Georgian on record as having partici- 
pated in a Rose Bowl game. 


BACK IN 1914. 


That was back in 1914, mind you, 
before a southern team had received 
an invitation to the Tournament of 
Roses. 

Captain Butner, recently the post 
adjutant at Madisen MBarrack, New 
York, and now stationed at Milwau- 
kee, was born in Savannah but his 
parents moved to Boston when he was 
very young. Consequently he received 
most of his early schooling there. He 
became such a good high school player 
that alumni of Brown University at 
Providence, R. I., induced him to en- 
ter that school. 

He made the varsity team, the team 
on which Wade played, as a freshman 
and became the regular right end. 
Brown, because of its record, received 
the Rose Bowl bid as the eastern del- 
egate that year. ne 

But this was only the beginning, as 
Captain Henry says, of Jack Butner’s 
interesting career, He would also have 
been a star player at Georgia Tech 
but for the World War 


CAME ON VLSIT. 


Contracting a cold in the severe 
winter of 1915, young Butner came 
to Georgia to visit his uncle on a 
farm. He liked the climate and the 
people so well that he decided to stay 
south and play football at Georgia 
Tech. 

Coach Heisman was very glad to 
have him, knowing of his reputation, 
and young Butner entered Tech in 
ny 

Unfortunately, however, he never 
got to play with Tech's great team 
of that year and of 1917. He was in- 
eligib'e to play in 1916, as was Joe 
Gguyon, who had come down from Car- 
lisle. He and Joe were favorite sub- 
jects for newspaper cartoonists of the 
time, since there were two great play- 
ers who could not play. They kept in 
shape by playing on the scrub team 
and probably were the two greatest 


iserub players that Tech ever had. 


Then, in the spring of 1917, young 


| Butner lost for cood and all a ehance 


to play with Tech. He joined the 
army that spring, was sent to Fort 
McPherson and from there to France 
as an airplane observer. He remained 
in the army when it was over.and has 
attained his present high rank. 

IT TOOK A WAR. 

“It took a World War to keep me 
Tech team of 1917,” Captain 
said. It remains his 
one big regret even today and he has

an 11-year-old son whom he is sure 
he will send to Tech, just to have one 
member of the family on a Yellow 
Jacket team. 


A number of Tech men remember 
Jack Butner as a good football play- 
er who got a tough break. Bill Finch- 
er remembers him well, as do several 
other players of the '16 and '17 teams. 
They all said that he would have 
made Heisman’s varsity had he been 
eligible his first year. 

Captain Butner’s father, J. C. But- 
ner Sr., now resides in Atlanta. He 
also has several other relatives living 
here and in other sections of the state. 

This discovery of Georgia’s early 
Rose Bowl player is just another of 
the very interesting ones made during 
this series on Georgia athletes. 


GEORGIANS ALL OVER. 


We find that in almost every sport 
mentioned, a Georgian holds some 
kind of record. 

Nap Rucker, a Georgian, was co- 
holder of the big league baseball rec- 
ord for strikeouts with 16 in one 
game until Dizzy Dean, of the St. | 
Louis Cardinals got hot one day last 
year and faned 17 Chicago Cubs. 

Sherry Smith, another. famous 
Georgia pitcher, holds the record of 
having pitched the longest game on 
record in a World Series—his 14- 
inning battle with Babe Ruth, of the 
Red Sox, in the series of 1916. 

Bill Terry, an Atlanta boy (even 
if Memphis has adopted him) holds 
two National league batting records 
with the Giants. 

Bobby Jones holds flocks of golf 
records. 

The late W. L. Stribling, who was 
honored yesterday in the memorial 
program, holds the records for most 
fights and knockouts scored by a 
heavyweight fighter.

This 
is just one of a series of works that 
Dr. Wright has published on the 
frogs of North America, being No, 2 
of the North American Salientia se- 
ries. The book is undoubtedly the 
finest contribution to the herpetology 
of this region that has ever been 
made and it will be many a moon be- 
fore the students in this continent 
produce a work of similar scope. 

Further, the “Frogs of the Okefe- 
nokee Swamp” is part of the seribs. 
of publications from the Cornell group 
on the natural history of the swamp. 
The. plants and animals have been 
well studied by the expeditions led 


by Dr. Wright, which have been 
working the swamp rather steadily 


since about 1912. Georgia owes a 
great debt te this man for making 
known so many important things in 
her wild life. 

I have already spoken for at least 
two days of his crowded schedule and 
it shall be my pleasure to take him 
to the breeding grounds of our most 
interesting frogs. Preudacris nigrita, 
for example, is one species of the few 
in North America whose life history 
is not known. That is where I can 
fill in one gap and, with Dr. Wright’s 
company for a few evenings in the 
marshes, this diminutive frog should 
yield its deepest secrets. Of course, 
there are other species that will need 
attention, such as the tree toad and 
the spring peeper, but these are sec- 
ondary to the swamp cricket frog. 
All the species that inhabit the region 
around Atlanta will be studied rapidly 
for comparative data with what has 
been found in the south of the state. 

I am _ looking forward to Dr. 
Wright’s company on some interest- 
ing field work. How much time he 
will be able to spare for the work at 
hand I cannot imagine. I'll be will- 
ing to get, though, that he will do all 
he can to get at this frog situation 
as soon as possible.

Star Rays Win a Star at the Show.

Do you remember I told you last 
week that I had two hexagon pat- 
terns for you? The one last week 
was called diamonds and hexagons. 
This one is called star rays. Mrs. 
Mathews, of Meadville, Ga., sent 
this pattern for us to enjoy. She 
said she called it star rays or “‘dia- 
mond string.”’ You may wonder where 
the hexagon comes, but as you look 
at the drawing you can see it s0 
plainly that you may be puzzled as 
to its second name, But after you 
get’ some of the quilt pieced you will 
see it as a string of diamonds—pret- 
ty ones, too. 

This is an all-over quilt and needs 
no border. Bring the pieced blocks 
clear to the edges and top and bot- 
tom. Then applique a piece of straight 
material on and bind the straight 
edges. 

The Nancy Page quilt club mem- 
bers sent for the full-size pattern 
sheet. They had already cut the pic- 
ture and directions from the paper 
and had pasted this for safe keeping 
in their quilt scrapbook. 


Nancy suggested that the triangles 
be made of all varieties of prints. 
She thought that all colors might be 
used in hit or miss fashion. Or each 
row of stars could be made up in 
one color—say blues of all kinds. 
Then next a row of pinks and so 
on. Or the center star could be of 
yellows and then surrounding that 
a’ second color and so forth. 

As the quilt club members said it 
was largely a matter of “using the 
pieces one had at home and .combin- 
ing them to make a mage quilt. 

To get the vest effect from this 
pattern it is necessary to have all 
the long rays of one color, prefer-

$500,000 Annual Main- 
tenance for Georgia 
Port Recommended in 
‘Engineers’ Report. 


WASHINGTON, March 5.—(@)— 
Improvement of Savannah harbor, 
Georgia, at an estimated cost of $1,- 


412,000 with $500,000 annually for 
maintenance, was recommended by 


Major General E. M. Markham, chief 
of engineers, today in a report to the 
secretary of war. “ 

General Markham reported the pro- 


delays, reduce lighterage and trans- 
fer charges, and open the port to 
larger vessels, fully justifying the 
cost. 

In his report, General Markham 
recommended the elimination of the 
regulating dam across south channel, 
the relocation of the inland water- 
way in the vicinity and the further 
extension of training walls and the 
vestments and jetties. 

Other recommendations provide for 
channels of the following dimensions: 
Thirty feet deep and generally 500 feet 
wide for the 30 foot contour in the 
ocean to the quarantine station, 10.2 
miles; vents 30 feet deep and gener- 
ally 400 feet wide to the Seaboard Air 
Line railway bridge, 16 miles; vents 
26 feet deep and 30Q feet wide to the 
foot of Kings island, 1.3 miles; vents 
26 feet deep and 200 feet wide to the 
vicinity of the terminal of the Savan- 
nah Cresote Co., 2.1 miles; a total 
length of 29.6 miles. 

Enlargement of contracted portions 
of the channel and such enlargements 
of the channel as may be necessary to 
smooth out abrupt changes and for 
otherwise improving the hydraulic 
conditions with a view to reducing 
shoaling. 

A turning basin near the upper end 
of the harbor to be formed by widen- 
ing the 26-foot channel to 600 feet 
for a length of 600 feet, and provid- 
ing proper approaches. 

The maintenance of the channels, 
anchorage - basin, enlargement at 
Drakies cut, Kings island, West 
broad and Barnard streets, mooring 
dolphins near Fort Oglethorpe, and 
the existing training walls and jetties.

ATHENS BODIES AGREE 
ON DEFENSE PROBLEM 


ATHENS, Ga., March 5.—Athens’ 
war veterans and peace-time organi- 
zations have agreed on the following 
points in the armament quarrel now 
going on over the world: 

1. The United States should have 
a “skeleton” organization—such as the 
Reserve Officers’ Association, the R. 
O. T. C., and the citizens military 
training camps—ready to go into bat- 
tle, rather than huge standing armies 
and navies to protect against foreign 
invasion. 

2. The United States should not 
trade with warring nations. 

3. The League of .Nations -is the 
ideal solution to world peace, but it 
would be unwise; for. the United 
States to enter the League in the 
present European crisis. 

4. The United States should be 
protested by an adequate army an 
navy. 

These points of agreement were 
reached by John Morrison, president 
of the Georgia Peace Society, and B. 
F. Grant, commander,of the Ameri- 
ean Legion here. 

The men did not agree on a defi- 
nition of “adequate,” however. Mr. 
Morris said the present army and 
navy are adequate, since the United 
States is protected by 7,000 miles of 
water on one side and 3,000 miles of 
water on the other side. Mr. Grant 
said the United States should build 
a larger army and navy because of 
present conditions in Europe and 
Asia.
